INTRODUCTION 

THIS  IS  THE  SECOND  cumulative  index  to  be  prepared  fcx: 
readers  of  the  Journal  oflnteramerican  Studies  and  World  Affairs 
since  its  inception  in  January  1959  and  is  designed  to  facilitate 
reference  to  the  many  articles  published  in  the  ^t  30  years  of  its 
existence.  The  first  such  index  was  published  in  1979,  under  the 
aegis  of  then-editor  John  P.  Harrison,  to  mark  the  20th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  its  appearance. 

During  its  publication  life  the  Journal  Y)2iS  benefited  from  the 
guidance  of  four  editors  —  Robert  E.  McNicoll,  lone  Steussy 
Wright,  John  P.  Harrison,  and  Jaime  Suchlicki  —  and  its  editorial 
policy  has  steadily  evolved  from  one  that  covered  all  aspects  of 
Latin  American  culture  and  life,  including  literature  and  the  arts, 
to  its  present  focus  upon  foreign  policy  and  economic  problems. 

The  present  editorial  policy  of  the  JoumalSs  to  publish  articles 
which  deal  primarily  with  contemporary  US-Latin  American  rela¬ 
tions,  US  foreign  policy  regarding  Latin  America,  the  relations  of 
the  Latin  American  nations  with  one  another  as  well  as  with  the 
rest  of  the  world,  and  with  Latin  American  internal  afiairs  when 
such  have  clear  implications  for  foreign  policy. 

Publication  and  selection  of  articles  is  under  the  guidance  of 
the  editor,  Jaime  Suchlicki,  assisted  by  a  managing  editor,  Jane  G. 
Marchi,  and  a  book  review  editor,  William  C.  Smith,  who  are  aided 
and  advised  by  a  board  of  editors  made  up  of  recognized 
specialists  on  Latin  America,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Ambler 
H.  Moss,  Jr.,  former  Ambassador  to  Panama  and  Dean  of  the 
Graduate  School  of  International  Studies  of  the  University  of 
Miami. 

All  manuscripts  submitted  to  the  Journal  which  meet  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  its  editorial  policy  are  reviewed  by  some  members 
of  the  board  of  editors  and  are  also  sent  to  outside  referees  with 
specialized  knowledge  of  the  subject  and/or  country  under  dis¬ 
cussion.  All  articles  are  sent  out  “blind”  to  insure  impartial  evalua¬ 
tion  by  the  reviewers;  similarly,  critical  comments  and  suggestions 
for  revision,  when  such  are  received,  are  forwarded  to  authors 
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without  attribution  to  protect  the  identity  of  the  reviewers.  The 
Joumalis  greatly  indebted  to  these  careful  and  thoughtful  scholars 
who  give  so  freely  of  their  time  and  expertise  and  who  serve 
without  compensation.  They  help  to  insure,  and  bear  major 
responsibility  for,  the  high  quality  of  the  material  published. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  INDEX 

This  second  Cumulative  Index  is  organized  into  four  parts,  as 
follows: 

CHRONOLOGICAL  INDEX. 

The  first  section  is  a  chronological  listing  of  all  articles,  review 
essays,  and  notes  published  in  each  issue  of  the  Journal  from 
January  1959  through  Winter  1988-89.  Each  contribution  is  num¬ 
bered  in  order  of  appearance,  a  number  which  serves  as  a  locator 
key  to  identify  the  contributions  in  the  three  sections  which  fol¬ 
low:  the  subject  index,  the  country  index,  and  the  author  index. 
In  each  instance,  the  number  following  the  entry  refers  to  the 
chronological  number  of  the  article  in  this  first  section. 

SUBJECT  INDEX. 

The  subject  index  lists  the  contributions  in  two  ways:  (1)  ac¬ 
cording  to  subject  matter,  and  (2)  according  to  the  country  or 
region. 

This  means  that  the  same  article  may  be  listed  under  more  than 
one  classification.  For  example,  the  following  article  is  listed  under 
the  subject  headings  mentioned:

COUNTRY  INDEX. 

The  country  index  lists  all  articles  pertaining  to  a  particular 
country.  Articles  not  listed  under  a  given  country  may  be  desig¬ 
nated  under  a  region  (Caribbean,  Central  America,  etc.)  or  even 
Latin  America:  Regional  and  General. 
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AUmOR  INDEX. 

The  author  index  lists  all  authors  alphabetically  accompanied 
by  the  numbers  corresponding  to  their  published  articles.

fflSTORY  OF  THE  JOURNAL 


IN  THE  HRST  CUMULATIVE  INDEX,  Editor  John  P.  Harrison 
provided  the  following  capsule  history  of  the  genesis  and  history 
of  the  Journal  oflnteramerican  Studies  and  World  which 

is  worth  reprinting  for  those  with  an  interest  in  this  subject. 

At  its  inception  in  January  1959,  this  quarterly  was  entitled  the  Journal  of 
Inter-American  Studies.  The  founding  publisher  was  the  Pan  American  Foun¬ 
dation  and  the  Editor,  from  the  first  issue  through  April  1964,  was  Robert  E.  Mc- 
Nicoll.  The /oMma/was  edited  and  published  on  the  campus  of  the  University 
of  Florida  (Gainesville,  FL)  by  the  School  of  Inter-American  Studies  under  a  grant 
from  the  Pan  American  Foundation.  The  Associate  Editors  were  A.  Cuitis  Wil- 
gus  and  Gilberto  Freyre. 

Both  the  editorial  and  publishing  offices  of  the  Journal  •were  transferred  to 
the  campus  of  the  University  of  Miami  (Coral  Gables,  FL)  in  October  1964.  In 
July  1967,  the  affiliation  of  the  Joumalwith  the  Pan  American  Foundation  ended 
when  the  University  of  Miami  assumed  complete  responsibility  and  became  the 
new  publisher  of  the  Journal,  and  the  editorial  functions  were  assumed  by  the 
Institute  of  Interamerican  Studies  of  the  Center  for  Advanced  International 
Studies.  lone  Steussy  Wright  assumed  the  editorship  with  the  October  1964  issue 
and  continued  in  this  capacity  through  May  1972.  In  1969,  the  Board  of  Editors 
was  reconstituted  and  Julian  I.  Weinkle  became  the  Associate  Editor  with  Harry 
W.  Hutchinson  as  Book  Editor.  Beginning  with  the  January  1970  issue,  the  pub¬ 
lication  was  given  its  present  enlarged  title  of  Journal  of  Interamerican  Studies 
arui  World  Affairs. 

From  January  1959  until  December  1971,  the  /oama/ published  articles  in 
Spanish,  Portuguese,  and  French,  as  well  as  in  English.  Subject  coverage  in¬ 
cluded  articles  on  literature  and  the  arts,  overall  humanities,  and  the  social  scien¬ 
ces.  Geographical  coverage  was  concerned  with  Latin  America  and  the 
Caribbean,  along  with  the  relations  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  with  the  rest 
of  the  Hemisphere  and  a  very  occasional  article  concerning  the  relations  of  Latin 
America  with  nations  or  regions  outside  the  Western  Hemisphere.  Subject 
coverage  was  fairly  evenly  distributed  between  pieces  on  the  thought  and  cul¬ 
ture  of  Latin  America  and  articles  on  the  society,  economy,  and  politics  of  the 
area.  In  time,  the  articles  ranged  from  the  colonial  period  to  the  immediately 
contemporary,  with  an  emphasis  on  the  post-Worid  War  II  years.  Articles  were 
both  commissioned  by  the  editor  and  chosen  from  manuscripts  submitted  by 
scholars  for  p>ossible  publication.  The  commissioned  pieces  were  frequently  ob¬ 
tained  by  the  resident  contributing  editors  who  had  been  appointed  from  many 
nations  throughout  Latin  America.  A  feature  entitled  Nuevas  Corrientes,  short  es¬ 
says  on  contemporary  trends  and  developments  in  politics  and  thought  of  Latin 
America  whose  authors  were  frequently  intellectuals  and  politically  active,  ajv 
peared  often  in  the  years  that  Robert  McNicoll  served  as  Editor.  The  Board  of 
Editors  and  the  editorial  policy  remained  substantially  unchanged,  apart  from 
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the  gradual  appearance  of  book  reviews,  after  the  editorial  offices  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  University  of  Miami  with  lone  Steussy  Wright  as  Editor.  In  January 
1968,  the  inclusion  of  book  reviews  became  a  regular  feature  with  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  Book  Review  Editor,  a  post  for  which  no  reappointment  was  made 
when  H.  W.  Hutchinson  resigned  in  early  1972. 

The  composition  of  the  Board  of  Editors  changed  significantly  in  January 
1969  when  Mose  L.  Harvey,  Director  of  the  Center  for  Advanced  International 
Studies,  replaced  A.  Curtis  Wilgus  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Editors.  Shortly 
after  this,  in  January  1970,  the  name  of  the  Journal  was  extended  to  include 
Julian  Weinkle,  first  as  Assistant  Editor  (July  1969)  and  then  as  As¬ 
sociate  Editor  Oanuary  1971),  became  active  in  the  management  of  the  Journal, 
particularly  in  handling  the  relationship  of  the  editorial  offices  with  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Miami  Press. 

During  the  two-year  period  of  January  1970-December  1971,  the  Journal 
opened  its  pages  to  a  limited  number  of  articles  dealing  with  the  world  at  large, 
but  the  emphasis  remained  heavily  on  Latin  America.  Occasional  articles  by  Latin 
Americans  continued  to  app>ear  in  the  language  of  the  author. 

With  the  January  1972  issue,  Sage  Publications  Inc.  (Beverly  Hills,  CA)  as¬ 
sumed  all  responsibility  for  copyright,  printing,  format,  subscriptions,  and  dis¬ 
tribution  of  the  Journal  as  publisher  for  the  Center  for  Advanced  International 
Studies  of  the  University  of  Miami.  The  editorial  functions  remained  at  the 
University,  with  the  selection  of  manuscripts  becoming  the  responsibility,  after 
August  1972,  of  the  new  Editor,  John  P.  Harrison,  and  the  Associate  Editor,  Jan 
Peter  Wogart.  The  Board  of  Editors  was  completely  revised,  with  the  August 
1973  issue,  to  include  scholars  representing  the  social  science  disciplines  whose 
area  concerns  were  essentially  in  Latin  America.  The  scholars  were  selected 
without  regard  to  the  location  of  their  institutional  connection.  For  the  first  time, 
European  scholars  joined  the  editorial  board,  the  position  of  chairman  of  the 
board  was  dropped,  and  an  editorial  assistant  was  added  to  the  staff  at  the 
University  of  Miami. 

Thus  ended  Dr.  Harrison’s  review  of  Joumcdhislov/.  When  he 
retired  in  1983,  the  editorship  passed  to  Jaime  Suchlicki,  who  also 
became  Director  of  Interamerican  Studies  at  the  University. 
During  his  tenure  the  editorial  policy  has  become  ever  more 
focussed  upon  foreign  policy  issues  and  concerns  of  Latin 
America,  and  upon  relations  between  North  and  South  America. 
The  Board  of  Directors  has  seen  some  revision  to  reflect  this  par¬ 
ticular  concern. 

Initially  Dr.  Suchlicki  was  assisted  by  Ambler  H.  Moss,  Jr.,  as 
Associate  Editor  (1984-87)  and  by  Steve  Stein  as  a  second  As¬ 
sociate  Editor  (1984-86).  The  position  of  Book  Review  Editor  was 
taken  by  Robert  M.  Levine  (1984-85),  then  Enrique  A.  Baloyra 
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(1985-86),  and  now  has  William  C.  Smith  (1986  to  present)  fulfill¬ 
ing  that  function.  Due  to  the  press  of  other  responsibilities,  Ambler 
H.  Moss,  Jr.,  resigned  as  Associate  Editor  but  remains  supportive 
of  the  Journal  in  his  present  role  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Editors.  At  the  same  time  that  Jaime  Suchlicki  assumed  editorship, 
the  staff  was  enlarged  to  include  Jane  G.  Marchi,  first  as  Assistant 
Editor  and  presently  as  Managing  Editor.
